Highlights of Mr. Hall's re- 
marks: * 

The Milk Control Board is 
composed of representation from 
the producers, consumers, dis- 
tributors and the provincial gov- 
ernment. The hoard has no 
power to set prices. It can only 
sanction agreements between 
the distributors and the produc- 
ers. 

The board sends an inspector 
to check on prices paid by the 
distributors to fanners, price at 
which milk is sold, and to; test 
the milk. The board also licens- 
es distributors and sets forth the 
area in which tlley can sell milk. 
Monopolies by distributors are 
avoided in municipalities of any 

size. 

During the depression days, 
milk was sold at 10 cents a quart 
and the farmer was paid $1.80 a 
cwt. for 3.4 milk. The payment 
to the farmer increased or de- 
creased at the rate of 3.5 cents a 
cwt. per .1 percent of the milk 
test. At the beginning of the 
war, an increase in price to the 
consumer of 2 cents a quart v/as 
granted but the increase was as- 
sumed by the federal govern- 
ment in the form of a 2-cent sub- 
sidy to the consumer and a 55- 
cent subsidy to the farmer. 

In June, the subsidy to the 
consumer was dropped by the 
federal government and the 
price rose to 12^ cents. At the 
end of September, the 55-cent 
subsidy to the farmer was drop- 
ped and an increase of 45 cents a 
cwt. to the farmer was granted, 
meaning an Increase of 3 cents 
to the consumer. An approxi- 
mate increase of 1-3 cent per 
quart was also included. 

The distributors are inspected 
by local health authorities and 
by the provincial health authori- 
ties for cleanliness of/premises 
and quality and purity of the 
milk. The producers' quarters 
and animals are also inspected. 

Making a comparison with the 
quality of milk sold in Newmar- 
ket and in the United States, Mr. 
Hall pointed out that there was 
a stricter check on bacteria in 
milk here than in U.S.A. and 
that Ontario has a pasteurization 
law whereas in the United 
States, there is 'neither federal 
nor stale pasteurization law and 
municipal pasteurization laws in 
only about half of the larger 

towns and cities.

TOXOID CLINICS ( 

FOR CHILDREN 

The importance of protecting] children from 
diphtheria and whooping cough [is seen in the 
statement of the medical officer of health, Or, J. 
If. Wesley, that since the relaxing of precautions 
during the war years,- there has been on Increase 
In the toll from these • diseases Across Canada. 
Whooping cough and diphtheria can be control- 
led, a fact that makes this current increase all 
the more disturbing. 

Parents in Newmarket are fortunate in that 
free clinics for loxoidlng school und pre-school 
children are available through the services of the 
medical officer of health ond the public health 
nurse, Miss Helen B. Gardner. The value of such 
clinics depends, however, entirely: upon the par- 
ents. Tliere is no law forcing parents to take the 
elementary precaution of having their children 
toxoided. Yet it is inconceivable that any parent 
should fail to take advantage of the opportunity 
to protect their children. 

Last week, Miss Gardner issued to grade school 
children "consent cards" on whitfh the parent 
writes his permission toy his child to be toxoided. 
The permission of parent or guardian is neces- 
sary before the child can be treated.' A prompt 
return of the cards will facilitate the holding of 
the clinic. The clinic for the school children will 
be held at the public health nurse's office at 
Main and Dots-ford Sis. at 9. a.m. on Oct. 30. A 
clinic for pre-school children will .be held at the 
same time and place on Oct. 28. 

According to the provincial department of 
health", the best protection is obtained for the 
child if a series of three doses is given the child 
nt six months of age, followed by a reinforcing 
dose in two to three years, with a second re- 
inforcing dose coming when the child enters 

school. . t 

Two courses are open to the parent, the free 
clinics or the services of the family physician. 
There is no excuse for a parent foiling to provide 
his child with this protection. The child should 
not suffer for the carelessness of his parents.

INDUSTRIAL GROWTH 
INOAKVUIE 

The town of Oakvlllc, half-way between Tor- 
onto and Hamilton on the lakeshorc, recently 
marked its industrial "coming of age." In the 
past seven years, Oakvlllc has added 10 major 
industries to Its existing ten. 

Elsewhere in this issue, there is a report of 
Oakviirc's industrial history os it oppearcd in a 
recent 1$SUC of the Financial Post, Toronto. It is 
of interest to Newmarket because of certain 
similarities between Newmarket and Oakvlllc. 
Both have approximately ithe same population, 
are near large marketing centres. ,Koch has a 
pool of surplus labor, and each shares the advan- 
tages of low faxes, pleasant living and lack of 
labor trouble. Both Newmarket and Oakvlllc 
have shared i« the dividends of a decentraliza- 
tion policy which many large industries are adopt- 
ing. Both are becoming receptacles for the over- 
flow of industry from the larger centres. . 

Oakville has four major advantages over New- 
market, however. It has Hamilton as well as 
Toronto In which to market its manufactured 
goods and as sources for additional lalxir. Oak- 
ville also has access to two railways to Newmar- 
ket's one, and to two highways to Newmarket'" 
one. ,Thc lakeshorc town has the means'

6akville this week celebrates 
its Industrial coming of ago v/ith 
perhaps the Urcl manufacturing 
chow ever to be -staged in a 
Canadian community of Ices 
than 6,000 population. 

Famed for sv/onlf residential 
estates end picturesque country- 
side, the Lake Ontario town mid- 
way between Toronto and Hamil- 
ton (population . 4,642), suddenly 
her. sprung into prominence os a 
magnet for Canadian workers 
and' Industrial enterprise. 

■Thirty, exhibits and 60 products 
are on display Jn the Oakville 
hockey arena by the town's 
year-old chamber of commerce, 
Corl Heillg (Air Coils Mfg. Co.), 
president, and John N. Milne 
(C.G.K. Exports' Ltd.), industrial 
committee chairman. 

They include exhibits like 
these: fluorescent lighting, Oak- 
villc'fi newest and potentially 
largest industry (foundations go 
in this month for a new C.G.E. 
plant to employ 100 at first, per- 
haps os many as 300 in time). 

Enamel ware, Ferro-Enarncls 
Ltd. which' has steel framing up 
for a new plant to make porce- 
lain, for refrigerators ond stovc3. 
A; L. Langmulr Is engineering 
manager. , . 

Electric appliances, Berated 
Manufacturing, which is altering 
an existing building to expand 
production of small domestic 
appliances. D, Wood is president 
and manager. 

Hut Oakville isn't stowing all 
its industrial expansion eggs in 
the metal-working basket. It is 
producing in or near the town 
an astonishing variety of general 
products. 

Toronto Industrial Commission, 
which has frequently cooperated 
In settlement of new Industries 
in Oakville, is taking a prominent 
hand in the exhibition — a T.I.C. 
director, President N. P. Peferson 
of CanodFan Acme Screw and 
Gear, Toronto, makes the open- 
ing address on behalf of T.I.C. 
president, John A. Tory. 

Thus, in Its 00th year, Oakville 
is beginning new grov/th. The 
chamber of commerce lists 20 in- 
dustries In operation or about to 
produce where, before the war, 
the total was under a dozen. 
V/ith a poulation increase of 25 
percent during the war- years, 
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Water transport In the form of a harbor and some 
flock facilities. However, considerable develop- 
ment will be required before it can be used. And 
Oakville does have a chamber of commerce under 
Whose auspices the industrial coming of age was 

celebrated. 

Although more developed industrially, Oak- 
ville lacks certain advantages- enjoyed by New- 
market. Foremost of these is that Newmarket is- 
more balanced economically. It has industry but 
it is also a major retail centre for a large sur- 
rounding district, more so than Oakville. New- 
market enjoys a heavy summer trade at present 
because of its situation on a heavily travelled 

route to Lake Siincoe. 

Oakville may have the larger pay-roll but if 
the expected slump five years hence materializes, 
Newmarket will be in the belter position. Deriv- 
ing its income from other sources as well as in- 
dustrial, a slump will be felt less here than at 
Oakville. 

POLICE AS 
TEACHERS 

The policeman is a handy fellow to have 
around when there is a burglar in the dining- 
room. But for a surprisingly large section of the 
population, the policeman is considered fair tar- 
get for abuse and criticism. Too often it is 
forgotten that the policeman is the means of en- 
forcing the laws that we, as citizens, help make. 
We may resent a law which interferes v/ith our 
personal ambitions hut there is no point V> blam- 
ing the policeman because he upholds that law. 

That is his duly. 

It is often forgotten, too, that citizens have a 

duty towards the policeman. The laws says we 
cannot interfere with him when he is carrying 
out his duties. The lav/ also says we must give 
all assistance we can when asked for it. V/e have 
other responsibilities towards policemen which 
are not covered by the law. A little matter of 
courtesy, for example. There ore many other- 
wise accommodating and courteous individuals 
who seem to forget their breeding in their rela- 
tions with the police. Granted that there are 
policemen who, when in uniform, consider St their 
obligation to be os officious und generally nasty 
as possible. Possibly their relations with the 
public at large have made them that way. For 
the most part, however, the police are uniformly 
courteous despite all provocation. 

It is worth noting, therefore, that the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police have begun in the up- 
per grades of elementary schools "a series of lec- 
tures on the relation of Ore police to lite citizens. 
Last week, a red-coated mounty lectured in New- 
market. The lectures, on such topics as Courtesy, 
Functions of the Police in Society, Safety Rules, 
The Story of the R.C.M.P.. will be continued 
every second. week for 12 weeks. The lectures 
ore part of a national campaign to promote a bet- 
ter understanding of the relation of a policeman 
to the public. 

Coming from a source with so much appeal to 
youngsters as the H.C.M.P., the lectures are 
bound to have a lasting effect. For many New- 
market children, the thrill of seeing a real, live 
'mounty is something to last a lifetime/ The 
R.O.M.P. take particular pains to see that the 
lessons they are teaching are applicable not only 
to the fcderol police but to all policemen. This is 
pot art attempt to glorify the force that always 

gets its man.

Other factors are incidental- 
two rallwoy mainlines and two 
major highways, cheap electric 
pbv/er, potential harbor, rela- 
tively low »land costs and taxes, 
room to build and to live, attrac- 
tive surroundings, trend to de- 
centralization of major manufac* 
luring Industry (example: Can- 
adian General Electric), and the 
v/holc Canada-wide postwar plont 
expansion flurry. 

Oakville Isn't unique in its 
gain from nearness to nationol 
centres of production. A similar 
talc is unfolding in the Montreal 
region and eastern townships of 
Quebec, in the Vancouver and 

Winnipeg areas. In central Ont* 

orio, Whitby, Brampton, Aurora, 

Georgetown and Newmarket of- 
fer examples of Toronto-derived 
or Toronto-supported industry ex- 
pansion comparable v/ith Oak- 
villc*8. In a word, much of the 
current splurge of industrial 
growth in Oakville as in other 
smaller centres of central Ontario 
Is simply spillover from Toronto 
and Hamilton, according to mun- 
icipal and provincial industrial 
development officials. 

Oakville has its own, though 
shrinking, pool of workers, 
enough, that is, for further mod- 
est expansion.

Sentenced One Month 
On Clmrye Of Receiving 

* • 

Charles Burton v/as convicted 
of receiving stolen goods nnd 
sentenced to one month in jail, 
after a charge of Stealing a 
marine engine was dismissed in 
magistrate's court here. Oct 11. 
Magistrate J. E. Pritchard, K.C., 
presided. Burton pleaded not 
guilty to both charges. . 

Arthur Foster, Holland Land- 
ing, testified that the engine had 
belonged to Fred West, and had 
been in a boat belonging to him. 
He said that both the motor and 
the boat had been in his posses- 
sion for about three years. He 
introduced his gasoline ration 
book to identify the engine 
through the serial number. He 
said that the motor had been 
taken the last part of June or 
the first part of July. 

Fred West, Holland Landing, 
said that Foster had reported the 
theft to him in the latter part of 
July, and that he had toltl Cliief 
Constable Ronald Watt. 

Constable Aubrey Floury test- 
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ified that he had received a call 
from Chief V/alt on Sept. 18. 
and had searched the accused's 
home. He said that the motor 
was bolted to the floor and at- 
tached to a generator. 

Accused, claimed that he had 
gotten the engine from another 
man, who had asked him to keep 
the motor for hirn. He said that 
nothing had been said about who 
owned the motor and that he 
thought it belonged to the man 
he got it from who had died 
about a month ago. 

The theft charge was with- 
drawn and the accused was 
rcarraigned on the receiving 
charge. The evidence heard be- 
fore was admitted as evidence 
on the new charge. 

There are three things that 
must lie proved 'on a charge of 
this kind." Magistrate Pritchard 
said. "First it mu£t be proved 
that the article was actually 
stolen. Then it must be shown 
that the article was received. 
Then it must be shown that the 
received knew that the article 
was stolen. The last point is al- 
ways the difficult one. How- 
ever, certain inferences may be 
drawn from the recent pos- 
session by the accused. In my 
opinion Barton's explanation is 
not a reasonable one I there- 
fore find as a fact that the ac- 
cused knew that the motor v/as 
stolen. He lias no record for 
this kind of offence so the sen- 
tence will be one month and 
there will be an order for resti- 
tution of the motor," 

Bon aid Vaughen was required 
to enter a bond for $100 to keep 
the peace for six months. An- 
drew C. Adorns testified that ac- 
cused had come to the door con- 
necting their apartments and 
had hammered on it shouting 
threats. He said that he had 
gone to the home of neighbors 
and culled the police, end had 
then returned home accompani- 
ed by his neighbor.

Gradually the Ontario cam- 
paign for grocery sale of beer is 
taking form. It began in whis- 
pered rumors. Then it was set 
forth as the clirnaV and con- 
clusion of a brewer's booklet 
that was widely circulated. Fin- 
ally it was openly sponsored by 
a powerful morning newspaper 
that leans in the wet direction. 
It will not bo surprising if gro- 
cery sale is vigorously advocated 
by private members and possibly 
sponsored by the government at 
the next session of the Ontario 
legislature. Stranger things 
have happened. 

Why is grocery sale of beer 
and wine especially dangerous? 
It makes another industry an 
ally and paitner in the liquor 
business. It familiarizes women 
and children with purchasing 
drink and classifies it as a food 
instead of a drug. It leads to 
drinking on credit. In Ireland 
many a grocery sale of beer was 
entered as cheese and the audi- 
tors marvelled a( the extent of 
the cheese consumption. Worst 
of all it leads to home drinking 
and children are indirectly 
taught that drinking is a normal 
custom. 

Many grocers would refuse to 
sell beer. They want to have 
nothing to do with it. OJher 
grocers, who see easy money to 
bo made through a larger per- 
centage of profits than on other 
goods, in the long run will dis- 
cover that money spent on drink 
reduces spending power for 
staple groceries. Beer selling 
groceries may expect to forfeit 
the custom of families deeply 
concerned to have Canada be- 
come a sober nation.
